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Meaningless Speed 


N a summary of the twenty years ago recently 
published in a New York paper we find a great deal of 
matter dealing with arrests of motorists for exceeding the 


news of 







speed limit. One man was excoriated by the judge for 
driving twenty miles an hour. Another was fined fon 
driving at more than fifteen miles an hour. One civic body 





took the trouble to compliment the police on their activity 






in curbing these ferocious speeders. . 
In a recent issue of The Automotive Daily News there 
was an item under the Nashville date line chronicling the 





fact that the governor of Tennessee had just signed a bill 
removing legal speed limits and substituting stricter individ- 
ua] responsibility. The general twenty-mile speed limit that 
was the maximum allowed in 1929 has long since passed 
in almost every state and section. 

Many states, however, do still keep legal speed limits 
on their statute books. In some cases these are as high as 
forty-five miles per hour. Even this comparatively high 
limit is a mistake, exactly as the old twenty miles per hour 
was a mistake. Speed and safety are not ipso facto related. 
Fifty miles per hour may be perfectly safe and under other 














smd ons tients miles por hour may be reckless driving. + 
With the atte Ag A in our roads and the safety devices 
that are common now, not forgetting four-w heel brakes. 
speed is more than ever meaningless. 

The end toward which we ought to work is the elim- 
niation of all speed limits and the substitution of laws 
holding the individual to strict accountability for his acts. 
The English system of making “driving to the common 
danger” the offense is better sense today even than it 
was when it was first promulgated many years ago.

Foremen and Safety 
HROUGH an investigation recently conducted in one 


of the big automotive plants it was discovered that the 
company Was paying an average of $35 per year, per man, 
employed in compensation for accidents. This seemed to the 
chief executives too high a price to pay for carelessness or | 
thoughtlessness. 

A conference was called of the foremen presiding over 
the various departments. The case was stated, and these 
key men were told to cut down accidents. By way of incen- 
tive the offer was made to pay the foremen a percentage of 


whatever they could save over the current compensation 
charge. 

After a year of operation it was found that, instead 
of $35 per man, the averayve compensation charge had been 
$& per employee. The company added to this an additional 


$4, which was paid to the foreman who had brought about 
the reduction as a bonus. 


This incident seems to indicate that accidents are 
usually due to thoughtlessness and that a systematic cam- 
paign to eliminate them will bear fruit.
